CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT. 


There has been much said about ex 


tending the constitution to territories 
acquired by (he United States. It has 
been and is claimed by men, who 
should be statesmen to act in the post 
tlon they occupy, that it requires an 
act of Congress to carry the constltu 
tlon to an outlaying possession ceded 
to the people by another power. 


The effect of the position Is to create 


odds and ends in government In ceded 
territory till Congress has sent the 
constitution to a people so unfortunate 
as to occupy a dependent relation 
through cession made to the great Re- 
public. 


There are other effects which can 


only be disastrous to a people afflicted 
with a dependent relation arising from 
•views connected with established rela- 
tions In fact, that the constitution does 
not apply by reason of its own force 
to Insular territory which are danger- 
ous In their nature. 


The foundations of a constitutional 


system in disconnected territory are 
not merely attacked, as they are ab- 
olished by a constitutional govern- 
ment, which presents an anomaly of 
system producing chaos. The chaos Is 
necessarily authorised by the constitu- 
tion, provided it is within its purview 
and If not within its range there is an 
admitted weakness in the United 
States form of 
government 
which 


should be remedied as soon as it Is 
possible to provide a remedy. 


One of the clearest and most concise 


writers on constitutional government 
has given its theory in a sentence 
"The constitutional government Is the 
sovereignty of society organized." In 
the 
construction 
given the non-op- 


eration of the constitution in acquired 
territory, both the theory and the fact 
of sovereignity of society are set aside, 
as there connot be any sovereignity of 
society where the constitution is pro- 
hibited from entering without license 
given by Congress to enter. There can- 
not be any such condition as system 
or organisation under a constitutional 
system when the constitution Is not 
present and acting. When there is no 
constitutional system there cannot be 
present free government by or for the 
people. 
In the absence of constitutional or free 
government there should be present 
some form of government as there, al- 
ways has been in forms less advanced 
than the constitutional system, but as 
altitude is gained in government it 
seems to become wore like nature as 
altitude is attained, less generalized 
by becoming more centralized In form 
and system. A one man government is 
capable of giving more variety and less 
system in government than any other 
form, ^but as elveatlon Is secured in 
the order of government there is leas 
variety and more system. 


When a nation or a people become 


advanced in intelligence they seek the 
best form of government to be secured, 
which is the constitutional form and as 
a result of intelligence they disapprove 
of any other form, *vh1ch is a result 
they cannot control n* it Is a pan of 
their Intelligence. 


When a constitutional system has 


been adopted by a nation and It Is as- 
certained that it is not equal to the 
demands made upon it as adopted, it 
should be the first duty of the people ' 
when the discovery Is made to rtn- J 
P»w»e upon the system as adopted by 
enlarging iu operation in a manner ' 
that will remove the application of the 
constitution from the influence of poli- 
tics or from party manipulation. More 
particularly should It be removed from 
political influence, when its operation 
Is sought to be controlled for political 
party purposes, or is controlled in the { 
interests of those who control a pollt- , 
leal party.
